Senator Heflin Also As- 
serts That Figures Are 


“Outrageous” — To De- 
mand Probe. 


Charging that Washington has madé 
a second mistake in its reports of 
current cotton estimates, Eugene Tal- 
madge, state commissioner of agricul- 
ture, Tuesday denounced the situation 
as “outrageous” and stated that 
those responsible should be sent to 
ail. 

The mistake charged is an estimate 
appearing in the federal’ report 
Tuesday morning that Georgia would 
produce 1,310,000 bales of cotton. This 
estimate is greater by 107,000- bales 
than that given a month ago, when 
Georgia’s cotton fields, swept by tor- 
rential rains, lost an estimated 15 per 
cent of their yield. 

The reported 107,000-bale increase 
and the locally known 15 per cent de- 
crease, Mr. T'almadge stated, cannot 
possibly be reconciled. 

The tendency of such erroneous re- 
ports, exaggerating the cotton yield, 
is to force the price of cotton down, 
Mr. Talmadge pointed out. 

“October is the principal month to 
the cotton farmer. Any correction 
made later cannot repay him for what 
he has lost,” he stated. 

Thirty days ago an error of 400.000 
bales was inade in the estimate of the 
Georgia cotton cgop.

Overshadowing all other considera- 
tions affecting our foreign trade at 
this time is the world-wide credit 
stringency brought about by the high 
rates offered in the American stock 
market due to almost universal par- 
ticipation in speculation in American 
Kecurities. 

There has also been a scramble for 
gold on the part of certain continental 
central banks, resulting in unusual 
withdrawals from the Bank of Eng- 
land, which has lately been forced to 
protect its remaining reserves by a 
further increase in its discount rate to 
1-2 per cent, a level that has obtained 
only at rare intervals of exceptional 
credit stringency. Other central banks 
have been forced to raise their rates 
so that the effects are widespread. 

A condition of this kind brings about 
a downward trend of world prices and 
a reduced volume of foreign — loans 
which in turn restricts enterprise and 
causes curtailment of programs of 
public improvements. This in turn 
leads to unemployment and conse- 
quently reduced purchasing power of 
labor. Importers in foreign countries 
are not able to give the usual volume 
of orders for supplies of all kinds 
and the result is making itself felt.

The trial of MaManus, which was 
slated for next Tuesday. was deferred 
by Judge Charles (. Nott. Jr.. until 
November. The judge previously had 
refused to preside at the trial on any 
date prior to election, and the case 
then was postponed to November 11 
and assigaed to Judge Morris Koenig. 
Judge Koenig, a republican like Judge 
Nott. and as such unavailable against 
possible accusations that Tammany 
Hall, backing Mayor Walker, was de- 
laying the trial, declined to preside 
and the case went back to Judge Nott 
who consented to handle it after elec- 
tion. 

Action to bring McManus to trial 
was instituted by District Attorney 
Joab H. Banton, a democrat, after 
Anti-Tammany forces had charged 
that political organizations was hold- 
ing back the trial to save itself em- 
harrassment from revelations the trial 
might bring.
